Response  To  Letter 

Dear  Editor, 

I am  writing  in  response  to 
Randel  J.  Taylor’s  letter  of  Wed- 
nesday, April  27th.  I am  not 
sure  what  Mr.  Taylor  expected  in 
Monday  night’s  panel  on  “Poli- 
tical Extremism.”  A John  Birdi- 
er,  a Black  Muslim,  an  American 
Nazi  and  a Communist  each  pre- 
senting his  special  brand  of  ex- 
tremism, perhaps? 

REGARDLESS  of  what  he  ex- 
pected he  witnessed  five  respect- 
ed and  competent  men  who  dis- 
cussed the  nature,  psychology'  and 
effects  of  extremism  and  extrem- 
ists of  both  the  right  and  the  left. 
They  were  imanimous  in  con- 
demning extremism— extremism 
defined  not  as  “deviation  from 
the  moderate  center”  as  Mr.  Tay- 
lor quoted,  but  as  “positions  and 
methods  at  the  outer  limits  (rf  a 
broad  continuum  of  the  American 
political  heritage  which  are  out- 
side of  generally  accepted  poli- 
tical theory  and  practice”.  The 
panel  specifically  spoke  out  again- 
st revolutionary  tactics,  slander 
and  smear  techniques,  accusa- 
tion w'ithout  documentation,  dis- 
tortion or  hiding  of  facts,  con- 
demnation en  masse  of  public 
servants  and  public  institutions, 
etc. 

I agreed  with  the  conclusions 
reached,  but  at  the  same  time  I 
am  glad  we  live  in  a society 
where  those  who  disagree,  as  Mr. 


Taylor,  are  free  to  express  their 
own  views.  It  does  seem  ironic 
that  in  his  dissent  he  condemns 
the  panel  members  for  express- 
ing their  views  and  in  so  doing 
he  uses  the  very  techniques  of 
distortion  he  accuses  the  panel  of 
using. 

FINALLY,  MAY  I suggest,  in 
all  sincerely,  that  if  Mr.  Taylor 
is  truly  interested  in  learning 
extremist  doctrine,  as  he  indicat- 
ed, that  he  be  instrumental  in 
assembling  a panel  of,  not  just 
right-wing  extremist  (about  whose 
well-being  he  seems  most  con- 
cerned) but  in  all  fairness  a panel 
of  extremists  from  both  the  left 
and  the  right  to  present  their  own 
“doctrines,  goals  and  purposes.” 
To  quote  one  of  Monday  night’s 
panelists  “It  might  offer  a Uttle 
heat  if  no  light”.

‘Right*  Defense 

Dear  Editor: 

It  is  refreshing  to  see  the  ri^t- 
wing  “extremists”  in  the  position 
of  defending  themselves  for  once 
instead  of  attacking  others.  The 
conservative  has  to  defend  his 
position  because  such  a tuition 
reflects  very  basic  dimensions  of 
his  personality.  Studies  on  the 
authoritarian  personality  type 
and  extreme  conservatives  have 
shown  certain  c h a r a c teristics 
which  seem  to  show  up  in  most 
of  these  people. 


For  one  thing,  they  are  relative 
ly  intolerant  of  ambiguity.  This 
means  that  they  can’t  handle  con- 
tradictions, so  they  simply  re- 
ject information  ^at  conflicts 
with  their  prejudices.  One  study 
by  McClosky  of  extreme  conser- 
vatives in  particular  has  shown 
that  they  tend  to  be  more  unin- 
formed, poorly  educated,  less  in- 
telligent and  score  at  the  “un- 
desirable” end  of  the  distribution 
of  such  social  traits  as  awaren- 
ess, self-confidence,  guilt,  hosti- 
lity, contempt  for  weakness,  ego 
defense,  and  intolerance  of  hu- 
man frailty.  In  other  words,  the 
extreme  conservative  attitude  is 
a defense  mechanism  for  person- 
ality problems. 

The  extremist  tends  to  admire 
strong  authority  and  follow  it 
obediently.  He  worships  the 
“strong  man,”  the  dictator,  even 
when  such  a leader  contradicts 
himself  by  preaching  against 
strong  government  while  taking 
advantage  of  his  unique  position 
to  exert  absolute,  repressive  con- 
trol over  others. 

I think  it  is  unfortunate  that 
conservatism  has  come  to  be  ali- 
gned with  the  Gospel  in  the  minds 
of  so  many.  Let  us  remember  that 
most  of  our  General  Authorities 
grew  up  in  a rural  society  where 
conservatism  was  the  dominant 
outlook.  A great  many  of  the  Au- 
thorities are  businessmen,  and 
conservatism  has  traditionally 
been  aligned  with  business  and 
property  interests.  It  is  not  a 
wonder  that  these  men  are  con- 
servatives. 

The  right-wing  extremist  has 
one  basic  problem:  he  is  so  fas- 
cinated by  the  sound  of  his  own 
voice,  that  the  only  other  voices 
he  hears  are  those  that  sound 
like  his  own.

tions. the  hundreds  of  extras  who 
play  their  bit  parts  with  too  little 
enthusiasm. 


It  is  hard  to  pinpoint  anything  as 
most  outstanding  in  The  Story.  The 
photography  is  some  of  the  best  to 
come  out  of  Hollywood,  the  music 
is  very  good,  the  acting  superb. 
Most  deserving  of  mention,  though, 
is  Max  Von  Sydow's  portrayal  of 
the  Christ,  which  can  best  be  de- 
scribed as  the  first  valid  portrait 
of  Christ  to  come  to  the  screen. 


Stevens  consulted  with  every  maj- 
or religous  faith  existing  in  the 
world  today  and  also  compared  the 
six  major  translations  of  the  anci- 
ent scriptures  prior  to  filming  The 
Story.
